1) Develop an Opioid Response Plan for the City of Norfolk
that includes collaborations with regional plans and is responsive to the needs of the community and
guides the ongoing investments from the Opioid Abatement funds as well as other funds that are
currently available or can be acquired through grant opportunities. 2) Provision of oversight, grants
management, reporting, data tracking, and budgetary support for the Opioid Abatement funding.
